Polluted Oil 



, International developménts are taking the 
spotlight away Irom any national political action 
this week. In addition to two "war z6n^;>,:mâpt^^^^^^ 
out in the past, that ol thé Balkans and liaribhukuo, 
a third shows Its gory head In the Near East. Persia 
Is going back on its oil leases granted to the Anglo- 
Ferslan Oil Company. This is not a commercial 
squabble, inasmuch as the British Government 
controls this company and its whole policy of 
adapting its war vessels as oil burning ships is, part- 
ly based on' these Persian concessions, which séem- 
çd to assiire ^England of -a steady supply of this 

tuél. ; , . 

. Quite Justly England, , oËticlally, steps in to 
protect the interests of the oil . company. Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Foreign Undersecretary promptly 
advised the press that the matter would be taken 
to the Hague, and in the meahtto e. atoe British 
ëovernmeht Is committed to takl^^^j^hëcesëary 
measures^to protect the properly?'!^'!: v 

Hero again is a conception of ai:bitratl6h coupled 
with the threat of "necessary mèasurcs," which 
has dominated intematlonàl action for the past 
few years. Japan adopted the same attitude In 
Manchuria, and now world affairs have come to. 
the point where there seems to be little éaiictlty In 
commercial or government treaties, where it ap- 
pears triat one isarty has the best of the situation. 

It>is. obvious from the statemeht of thé British 
qoverament that it fears, that the Persian officials 
will not allow the matter to be taken to the Hague, 
and even if it doès proceed there, that the Judg- 
ment will hot ^e réispected'by the Persian Qovern- 
ihent. 

This all leads to the old question. Is thère any- 
thing to treatlés when one party desli-es to break 
thém? It seênis that -the only time tiiat they hold 
êobd Is wliên both or all parties conéerned are wlU- 
Ine^to abide by thém, and so there Is no hecèssity 
for It. "Scraps of paper" they are. In spite of thé 
Kellogg P^t, Japan went ahead in Matichuria. In 
spite of the League of Nations, JapaaMuu^retains 
Its l?old on Its sàtelUte covaitT0glS^^irom 
China. ' ' 

And n6w the League of Nations 'is Itself ta 
dtoger of losing any prestige which It may haVè 
gathered for Itself. If Japan doesn't like virhat the 
League does OS rules, it threatens to resign. This 
.is n^l^^ttltude of good- will and conciliation 
Wh(cff!ffie*Ee8 trying to build Into a tradition. 
It is very urifottunate that the work of this organi- 
zation should be shattered by a piece of strong- 
handed diplomacy, - '
